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All persons are by nature free and independent, and have certain natural and unalienable rights, among which are those of 
enjoying and defending life and liberty, of acquiring, possessing, and protecting property, and of pursuing and obtaining safety 
and happiness. 

—Article I, Section 1, New Jersey State Constitution 


BILL CLINTON’S BILL OF RIGHTS 


Amendment I 

Congress shall make no law respecting an 
establishment of religion, or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof: or abridging the freedom of 
speech, or of the press; or the right of the people 
peaceably to assemble, and to petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances, unless 
hate-speech is involved or the government is 
being viciously maligned in some way. 

Amendment II 

A well regulated standing army, being 
necessary to the security of intrusive foreign 
policy initiatives and overseas corporate and 
banking interests, the exclusive right of the 
government to keep and bear Arms shall not be 
infringed. 

Amendment III 

Soldiers shall not be quartered in any house, 
without the consent of the Owner, unless the 
property is first seized by the state. 

Amendment IV 

The right of the people to be secure in then- 
persons, houses, papers, and effects, against 
unreasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated, and no Warrants shall issue, but upon 
the word of any anonymous source. 

Amendment V 

No person shall be subject for the same 
offense to be twice put in jeopardy of life or 
limb, unless there are civil rights violations, nor 
shall private property be taken for public use. 


without just compensation, unless there are 
drug, weapon, wetland, or zoning violations. 

Amendment VI 

In all criminal prosecutions, the accused 
shall enjoy the right to a swift, certain, and 
severe public trial, by a jury partial to the 
government. 

Amendment VII 

In Suits of law, where the value in 
controversy shall exceed twenty dollars, the 
right of trial by jury shall be preserved, and no 
fact tried by a jury, shall be otherwise 
re-examined in any Court of the United States, 
than according to the rules of British Admiralty 
Law and the Uniform Commercial Code. 

Amendment VIII 

Excessive bail shall not be required, nor 
excessive fines imposed, nor cruel and unusual 
punishments inflicted, unless the defendant is 
first deemed a hater of humanity or enemy of 
the state. 

Amendment IX 

The enumeration in the Constitution, of 
certain rights retained by the people, shall not 
be construed to deny these rights to the federal 
government at a later date. 

Amendment X 

The powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohibited by it 
to the States, are reserved to the States 


respectively, or to the people, unless the federal 
government finds it necessary to usurp these 
rights at a later date, due to national security or 
public safety concerns. 

JOINT SERVICES TRAINING 
COMBAT ARMS SURVEY 

Such is the title of a survey, much like the 
USMC’s 29 Palms Survey, that is currently 
being used to 'check out' the attitude of our 
militaiy today. The survey is more detailed and 
contains more questions (48 total) than its 
predecessor. Each question can be answered in 
1 of 5 ways: strongly disagree-disagree-agree- 
strongly agree~no opinion. We don't have the 
space to list all 48 questions, but here are a few 
of the more interesting ones. The military 
should be used as. 

#12) Substitute teachers and school workers 
in public schools. 

#14) Federal and State Prison Guards and 
auxiliary police. 

#16) Advisors to SWAT units, the r 31. or 
the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
(BATF). 

#21) Peace keeping and local law 
enforcement and internal security forces. 

#39) I feel the President of the United 
States has the authority to pass his 
responsibilities as Commander-in-Chief to the 
United Nations Secretary General. 

#45) I would swear to the following code: ”1 
am a United Nations fighting person. I serve in 
the forces which maintain world peace and 
every nation's way of life. I swear and affirm to 
support and defend the Charter of the United 
Nations and I am prepared to give my life in its 
defense." 

#48) The U. S. government declares a ban 
on the possession, sale, transportation and 
transfer of all non-sporting firearms. A 30-day 
amnesty period is established for these firearms 



to be turned over to the local authorities. At the 
end of this period, a number of irregular citizen 
groups and defiant individuals refuse to turn 
over their firearms to authority. 

Consider the following statement: r 7 would 
fire upon U.S. Citizens who refuse or resist 
confiscation of firearms banned by the 
United States government " 

Note: The way this question is worded it 
could include dragging someone out of their 
home and shooting him in the back of the head. 
There is no indication that the life of the soldier 
must be in danger before pulling the trigger. 
Any G.I. who says he’ll shoot an American 
Citizen who simply "refuses" to turn in his 
firearm(s) should be given a Section 8 and a bus 
ticket back home. —Ed.

NEW JERSEY MAN FACES 
423 YEARS FOR OWNING GUNS 

The Burlington County Times of August 16, 
1996 reports: "Roger J. Johnson , 44, of New 
Egypt , was charged with 108 weapon 
offenses , including possession of assault 
firearms , possession of high capacity 
ammunition magazines and possession of 
destructive devices. " 

"Johnson could be sentenced to a 
maximum of 423 years in prison if convicted 
on all counts." 423 years is a long time to 
spend in prison when you consider that Johnson 
committed no crime with the weapons and there 
is no victim. To add insult to injury, many of the 
"offenses" Johnson is charged with are a result 
of New Jersey's unconstitutional ex post facto 
anti-assault weapons law signed by former 
Governor Jim Florio. 

"The State of New Jersey has zero 
tolerance for crime and especially for violent 
crime " State Attorney General Peter Vemiero 
pontificated, but failed to mention what 
" violent crime" Mr. Johnson had committed. 
(In New Jersey, just owning a firearm is 
tantamount to a "violent crime"). Vemiero also 
praised the state police "for the thorough 
investigation and for taking swift action to 
protect the public safety." Exactly what the 
public needed to be protected from Vemiero 
again fails to mention. Johnson, now 44, has 
been collecting guns since age 18 and has never 
committed a firearm related enme-or any other 
crime. 

Johnson applied for 40 pistol permits from 
the Plumsted Township Police Department 
because a friend had given him his gun 
collection. The State said that the permits were 
illegal because Johnson was on medication for 
depression at the time he applied. Johnson 
explained that he had just gone through a tough 
divorce and was on the medication for 
depression for a short time. Johnson also 
reported that the local police department not 
only knew about his gun collection, but told him 
it was O.K. for him to have them. * 

Johnson, who holds a Class ED Federal 
Firearms License, said: "This is just New 
Jersey’s way to get all the firearms out of the 
state , but it's still a constitutional right. " 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
Resolution 206 
August 1, 1996 

[Note: The following is a resolution, not 
pending legislation, but it does reflect the 
attitude of our legislators in Washington 


towards the current Militia Movement. Needless 
to say, it's not favorable.] 

RESOLUTION 206 

Expressing the sense of Congress with 
respect to the threat to the security of American 
citizens and the United States Government 
posed by armed militia and other paramilitary 
groups and organizations. 

Whereas the Government of the United 
States and its agencies are democratic 
institutions, created by and for the people of the 
United States; 

Whereas the various agencies of the 
United States Government derive their purpose 
and their character from the express will of the 
American people, and may be altered from time 
to time by peaceful means; [no militia member 
has fired a shot— other than verbal— at any 
government official. The same can not be said 
of the government ] 

Whereas 168 American men, women and 
children were killed in the terrorist bombmg of 
the Alfred P. Murrah Federal Building in April, 
1995; 

Whereas Federal law enforcement officials 
were threatened and held at bay for 81 days 
[because they were given a written 
proclamation from local militias groups that 
there would be an armed intervention against 
them if any harm came to the Freemen] in a 
Montana town by a group of so-called 
"Freemen" while trying to exercise their duty to 
uphold the law, at a cost of millions of dollars to 
American taxpayers; [While we’re on the 
subject of ’millions of dollars’ and ’American 
taxpayers’ it is estimated that the federal 
government is about 80 % larger than what the 
Constitution originally intended— and 80% of 
the taxes taken out of our paychecks each week 
pays for it. If you complain you’re immediately 
labeled a ’radical’ and will no doubt be 
audited by the IRS and pay more taxes as 
punishment for your exercising your Right of 
Redress— the number of Americans who can 
testify to this fact are legion. If the Signers of 
Resolution 206 are really concerned about 
’American taxpayers’ why don’t they 
concentrate on a return to the true size, 
purpose and role of the federal government? 
If the American people were given a choice 
between the passage of anti-militia legislation 
or a 80% reduction in their taxes— which one 
do you think they’d choose?

Movement by describing it as a threat to the 
very people whom it's designed to protect 7 
That fact becomes clear when you read 
Resolution 206. The stage is being set to label 
any exercise of the Second Amendment as 
felonious anti-government activity— Thus 
proving once again— as we mentioned in our 
last Newsletter— we're living under a Federal, 
not a Constitutional Republic .1 

Whereas various spokes persons for 
self-described militia and paramilitary 
organizations and groups have repeatedly 
denounced the legitimacy of the United States 
government; [denouncing unconstitutional 
legislation is not an attack on the legitimacy of 
the U.S. government. No militia group 
advocates the overthrow of the - U.S. 
government— just a return to federal 
sanity— which, to the nut cases that currently 
occupy Washington, appears to be a threat. 
Washington is a case study of inmates 
running the asylum]. 

Whereas several members of an Arizona 
militia group were recently arrested in 
possession of heavy armaments, deadly bombs 
and explosive devices, and charged [but not 
convicted but considered guilty beforehand so 
Washington can pass anti-militia legislation 
more quickly] with conspiring to use the 
explosives to destroy buildings housing Federal 
agencies; [So much for "innocent until proven 
guilty". Alluding to this incident in Arizona 
before the trial (what happens if they're found 
innocent?) shows the mentality of some 
Legislators in Washington]. 

Whereas experts [the ADL— they're not 
experts just a left-wing radicals] have 
estimated that extremist anti-government 
militia groups and organizations in the United 
States may number as many as 800, existing in 
more that 40 States; [definitely ADL— we read 
the same report— their estimates are low]. 

Whereas the democratic institutions of the 
United States and the American people are 
protected from both foreign and domestic 
enemies by a well trained military and multiple 
layers of legitimate State and local police 
organizations; and [The Second Amendment 
and the right to form militias were here long 
before the formation of the FBI, BATF \ State 
Police and a myriad of other law enforcement 
agencies.

Whereas the actions of some militia and 
paramilitary groups and organizations 
specifically promoting violence constitute a 
grave danger to American citizens and the 
institutions of American democracy, and 
threaten the very foundation of [vanishing] 
freedom and democracy in America: Now, 
therefore, be it 


Resolved by the House of Representatives 
(the Senate concurring). That it is the sense of 
Congress that- 

(1) armed conspiracies [the word 
conspiracy means "to secretly plan an 
unlawful act". Militias are not secret and their 
desire for the Federal Leviathan to return to 
its true constitutional size are not secret , so 
where's the conspiracy? Where's the unlawful 
act?] against the Government of the United 
States or any of its agencies [the FBI, IRS, 
BATF, EPA, FEMA, etc,, are 'agencies' created 
by the federal government for the federal 
government. All of the above mentioned 
agencies serve as proverbial pitbulls that go 
after the very same 'American citizens' that the 
signers of Resolution 206 claim they want to 
protect ! The only counter-measure We the 
People have against the above mentioned 
agencies is, or will be, the militia— as the 
Framers so wisely understood. Most of the 
other safety checks have long since 
disappeared, i.e., the Grand Jury and Trial by 
Jury, (which Jefferson called "the palladium of 
liberty") today, would not be recognized by the 
Framers of the Constitution] and personnel 
should be aggressively identified, dissolved, and 
their perpetrators brought to justice by the 
federal authorities of law enforcement with the 
greatest dispatch possible; [just as they did a 
Ruby Ridge and Waco!] 

(2) the illegal possession of firearms, 
explosives, or any substances or devices of 
destruction [purposefully vague to ensure

When you read the " whereas ’s" you get the

produce a synthetic biological agent an 
agent that does not naturally exist for which 
no natural immunity could have been 
acquired 

The dramatic progress being make in the 
field of molecular biology led us to 
investigate the relevance of this field of 
science to biological warfare. A small group 
of experts considered this matter and 
provided the following observations : 

1. All biological agents up to the present 
time are representatives of naturally 
occurring disease , and are thus known by 
scientists throughout the world They are 
easily available to qualified scientists for 
research, either for offensive or defensive 
purposes. 

2. Within the next 5 to 10 years it would 
probably be possible to make a new infectious 
microorganism which could differ in certain 
important aspects from any known 
disease-causing organisms. Most important 
of these is that it might be refractory to the 
immunological and therapeutic processes 
upon which we depend to maintain our 
relative freedom from infectious diseases. 

3. A research program to explore the 
feasibility of this could be completed in 
approximately 5 years at a total cost of $10 
million. 

4. It would be very difficult to establish 
such a program. Molecular biology \> is a 
relatively new science, lliere are not many 
highly competent scientists in the field, 
almost all are in university laboratories , and 
they are generally adequately supported from 
sources other than DOD. However , it was 
considered possible to initiate an adequate 
program through the National Academy of 
Sciences-National Research Council 
(NAS-NRC). 

The matter was discussed with the 
NAS-NRC, and tentative plans were made to 
initiate the program. However, decreasing 
funds in CB [chemical and biological warfare], 
growing criticism of the CB program, and 
our reluctance to involve the NAS-NRC in 
such a controversial endeavor have led us to 
postpone it for the past 2 years. 

It is a highly controversial issue, and 
there are many who believe such research 
should not be undertaken lest it lead to yet 
another method of massive killing of large 
populations. On the other hand, without the 
sure scientific knowledge that such a weapon 
is possible, and an understanding of the ways 
it could be done, there is little that can be 
done to devise defensive measures. Should an 
enemy develop it there is little doubt that this 
is an important area of potential military 
technological inferiority in which there is not 
an adequate research program. " 

Note: A.I.D.S. coming from a monkey bite 
is believable— if it could be proven that the 


1980's marks the first time in human history 
that man has been bitten by a monkey. -Ed 

UNDERGROUND MILITIAS 

It seems that a great many militias and 
patriot groups are operating underground.

Cockpit of the Revolution: 

The War of Independence in New Jersey 
Part II 

Scarcely [were Fort Lee, with its smaller 
outwork, Fort Constitution] established on the 
west bank of the [Hudson], however, before 
another one a few miles to the south of it was 
abandoned, and the first piece of New Jersey 
soil fell into the hands of the British army [in 
1776]. The post at Powles Hook was 
garrisoned by a regiment of Continental troops 
from Connecticut under Colonel Durkee and by 
one of New Jersey militia from Middlesex under 
Colonel John Duychinck. On September 15, 
this garrison received the attention of three large 
British vessels sailing up the Hudson to assist 
their land forces in the capture of New York by 
bombarding the center of Manhattan Island. In 


passing Powles Hook, the ships kept near the 
New Jersey shore, and raked the entire 
promontory. Their fire did no worse harm than 
killing a horse, and was briskly returned by a 
company of American artillery... (p. 134) 

The following day... one of the British ships, 
which had anchored about three miles upstream, 
returned past the fort and cannonaded it again. 
Although no damage was done to the American 
position, the New Jersey militia, unnerved by 
the excitement of the past twenty-four hours, 
were stricken with panic, and Colonel 
Duychinck was obliged to retreat with them to 
Bergen, leaving only the three hundred men 
from Connecticut at the river post. 

[General Hugh] Mercer was incensed by 
this behavior, which he called "scandalous", and 
complained to Washington that at all the posts 
it was difficult to hold the militia to their duty. 
Soon, however, he was obliged to imitate the 
spontaneous action of the militiamen. The 
position of Powles Hook [a congeries of 
sand-hills lying directly opposite the tip of 
Manhattan] was very dangerous so long as the 
British had control of the neighboring waters 
[and so he abandoned it]...(p. 135) 

Having reassembled his scattered followers 
at Hackensack and at the New Bridge, 
Washington considered his position.. [He] 
determined to move at once from his dangerous 
position, and on November 21 his discouraged 
army plodded away over miiy roads, through a 
cold downpour, to Acquackanonck Bridge. 
From here their soggy march took them to 
Newark, where they halted a few days while the 
outposts at Elizabeth-Town and Perth Amboy 
were gathered in and Washington waited for the 
New Jersey militia to rally to his assistance. 
The farmers of the state, however, weary of 
being called out to service, preferred sitting by 
their comfortable firesides to joining a handful 
of bedraggled troops against a well trained and 
apparently invincible army. Almost no recruits 
came in from the countryside; and, finding the 
enemy slowly approaching Newark, Washington 
gathered his followers again and moved on to 
New Brunswick . .(p. 142-143) 

Wherever the fault for the defection of New 
Jersey might lie, it was obvious that the failure 
of the state to assist the army had produced a 
grave crisis. "If the Militia of this State," 
Washington wrote to John Hancock on 
December 5, "had step'd forth in Season, (and 
timely notice they had) we might have prevented 
the Enemy's crossing the Hackensack, although 
(without some previous notice of the time, and 
place) it was impossible to have done this at No. 
River. We might with equal probability of 
success have made a stand at Brunswick on the 
Raritan; but as both these Rivers were fordable 
(in a variety of places knee deep only) it 
required many Men to defend the passes, and 
these we had not." 

Nevertheless, the general found some partial 
excuse for the delinquencies of New Jersey, and 
laid upon the military system the chief blame for 


the existing state of affairs. In his opinion, had 
a sizable permanent army been maintained from 
the beginning of hostilities, and the citizenry 
excused from duty, the situation would have 
been much better. "In such case the Militia, 
who have been Harassed and tired by repeated 
calls upon them, and Farming, and 
Manufactures in a Manner suspended would, 
upon any emergency have run with Alacrity to 
Arms, whereas the cry now is, they may as well 
be ruined one way as another. "...(p. 145-146)
